Two articles recently appeared in the Straits 
Times, on successive days, on the subject of 
Imperial telograpby and a direct cable be-

of these articles goes to show that where the 
demandsof commerce and theamountof traffic 
are insufficient to make cables pay it ie im- 
politic to lay thom for uiilitary puraoses, 
which ought to be served by strategical cables 
to be laid when aud where required and in 
positions unknown to the enemy hy cable 
laying ships attached to the navy, The 
second article comments on. thd importance 
of a direct cable between Hongkong and: 
Si:.gapore.’ Tho two aro contradictory, as if 
tha contentions of the firat artiala ba correct 
* a direct cable ‘is not only. unnecessary but 
decidedly undesirable. ‘The point raised is a 
very interesting one, There has beon and is 
a atrong feeling in this colony as to the im. 
portance of a, direct cable to secure. our 
communications in time of war, but for com. 
mercial purposos tho oxisting cable answers 
all the reqniremonts fairly well and an ad- 
ditional one could hardly bo expected to pay 
ite expenses, Our sonthern contemporary 
takes_as the text of tho firet article Sir 
Jaurs Anperson’s paper ‘on the weutraliaa- 
tion of cablea, and. quotes bis remark thit! 
“thero is no alternative that can be suggested

Some statistics recontly published by the

exiles sont to Siboria from Russia itself between 
tho yoars--1754 and 1884 was little short of a 
million, the exiles alone numboring 750,000. 
From 1823. to 1832 the number of persons exiled 
was 98,725, from 1853 to 1862, 101.039, and from 
1363 1878, 146,830. The condition of tho 
exiles is very bad, and, ag their sole aim is to gat 
paok to Russia, the namber of those wha get 
away is yory large, amounting daring the last 20 
years to 24 por cont. of the total uumbor of omles. 
Th 1877 it was ofilally stated that in the Go- 
vernment of Tomuk ont: of the 28,928 oxiles, 
9,726, or more than a third, had fled. -So in the 
Governmont of Tobolsk, out of the-51,122 exiles 
svho had been gent thera, only 34,293 were actually 
resident therain 1875. “Moat of the exiles are 
in the prime of life, and this renders it all the 
wora difficult for thom to wootnmodate thom- 
selves to a frosh mods of life.
